RECENT INTERNATIONAL Fruitful examination of international 
DIFFERENCES AND TRENDS differences and movements in life ex- 
IN EXPECTATION OF LIFE pectancy is far more feasible for the 
years since 1930 than for earlier pe- 
riods. Documentation of the experience during the 1930's is more ex- 
tensive than for any previous decade, and the recent war and world-wide 
political disturbances have had remarkably little effect on the scope of 
the evidence already available for the 1940's. Postwar studies have 
been published, or reliable recent estimates can be made, for nearly all 
populations in the West; Finland, Poland, Spain, and Portugal in non- 
Western Europe; Japan and Ceylon in Asia; and for a hitherto unprece- 
dented number of Latin American areas. The only major populations 
whose latest life table records antedate 1940 are those of total Germany, 
Egypt, India, and several Eastern European nations. Although it is im- 
possible to determine recent trends in these areas, their comparative 
international position can generally be assessed sufficiently well for 
purposes of global analysis. 


The present brief survey is intended (1) to summarize the evi- 
dence now available on international differences in life expectancy during 
the 1930's and 1940's, (2) to review the more salient patterns of change 
between the two decades, and (3) to point to some future possibilities 
suggested by recent experience. Throughout, the discussion has been 
limited to materials relating to expectation of life at the ages 0, 15, and 
45. Although widely separated, these ages are adequate for inferring 
some leading comparative patterns at the successive stages of life. 


It should be emphasized that the available data on international 
life table variations must be interpreted with considerable caution. De- 
spite a proliferation of studies during the better part of a century, knowl- 
edge of past and current variations in life expectancy over most of the 
world remains highly fragmentary. Published information for as many 
as three of the five decades since 1900 exists for only a handful of pop- 
ulations in Latin America, Africa, Asia, and Eastern Europe. More- 
over, the evidence for many populations within these regions is suffi- 
ciently unreliable to warrant only rather gross ordinal comparisons. 
Thus, the risks of dying in the very young ages are likely to be misreport- 
ed and such errors have greater effect onthe accuracy of reported ex- 
pectation of life at birth than do equal relative errors for later ages. 
Even among populations with long statistical traditions, the mortality 
rates found at advanced ages are apt to be subject to substantial error. 


It is probably true that among refined vital measures, life ex- 
pectancy has been the one most widely and accurately documented over 
time and space. Nevertheless, current efforts to broaden the interna- 
tional scope of life table studies should be increasingly complemented 
by attempts to evaluate their reliability. 


Recent Differences 
For summarizing international variations in life expectancy 


during recent years, as indeed since the earliest periods for which any 
fairly reliable evidence exists, it is convenient to divide the world's 














populations into three major groupings. Though heterogeneous in na- 
ture, these groupings differ in only minor ways from other commonly 
used classifications. The first, termed here the ''West,'' comprises 
the nations of Northwestern and Central Europe, Scandinavia, the Low 
Countries, the United States, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, the Jews 
in Israel, and the white populations of the Union of South Africa and 
Southern Rhodesia. As used below, "non-Western Europe" refers to all 
other areas on the continent, including Finland, the Baltic states, and 
perhaps more debatably, Austria and Czechoslovakia. The remaining 
areas for which life table materials are available in the periods under 
discussion are grouped under a third major category, ''Latin America- 
Africa-Asia." 


In each decade on record before 1940, the lowest expectation of 
life at birth registered anywhere in the West has, with practically no 
exception, been closeto or above the highest documented for non-West- 
ern Europe, and the corresponding comparative pattern has held between 
the latter bloc and Latin America-Africa-Asia. During the 1930's, the 
range of male values in the West was 56 to 66, in contrast to the span 
of 48 to 55 found in non-Western Europe, and one of 35 to 47 in the rest 
of the world; the corresponding figures for females were 60 to 68, 52 to 
61, and 37 to 50.* 


Information on life expectancy in the West during the 1930's is 
very nearly complete, but only ten areas are represented in the above 
ranges for non-Western Europe and a smaller number, nine, for Latin 
America-Africa-Asia. As a result, the lower limits of the spans of re- 
corded experience in the last twogroups may in good part be a function 
of the particular areas for which data are available. For example, ex- 
pectation of life at birth in European Russiain the 1920's was reported 
as 42 for males and 47 for females, andin India 27 for both sexes. Very 
probably, average life expectancy during the 1930's in both areas was 
greater thanthe minima indicated above for their respective population 
groupings. 


Accordingly, a more indicative measure of inter-group differ- 
ences is the median. For the three groups of male populations, the me- 
dian values at birth were 61,53, and 41 and for females 64, 57, and 44. 
Almost certainly, the median experience for total non-Western Europe 
was well below the indicated level, andthe upward biases in the available 
average measures for the rest of the world were even more substantial. 


During the 1930's, asin all earlier periods on record, the group 
differences at age 15 were much smaller than at birth. Nevertheless, 
the hierarchy of average experience in the three blocs of populations is 
very clear. The reported medians were 52 for males and 55 for females 
in the West, 49 and 52 in non-Western Europe, and 42 and 44 inthe rest 
of the world. The ranges of measures for the West and non-Western 
Europe overlapped to only a minor extent, and the recorded values for 
Latin America-Africa-Asia were all below the lowest found in either of 
the other two groups. 





* A life table was taken to refer to the 1930's if the mid-point of its 
observation period was within the decade. Preference was given to 
tables very nearly spanning the ten-year period or at least center- 
ing closely about 1935. In nearly all instances in which neither se- 
lection was possible, life expectancy as of the mid-1930's could be 
estimated by means of linear interpolation between the measures of 

successive life tables. 








At age 45 the differences in recorded average experience decline 
very markedly, the medians being 26, 25, and 22 for males and 28, 27, 
and 24 for females. For each sex, the highest measures encountered 
among the populations in Latin America-Africa-Asia were below the 
minima in non-Western Europe, but the range of experience in the lat- 
ter group overlapped substantially with that of the West. Undoubtedly, 
the comparative picture for this last age is more seriously distorted by 
inaccuracies in the data. If the common opinion is justified, that the 
biases were generally upward and more pronounced in the case of the 
non-Western populations, the above measures probably understate the 
actual differentials in group averages. 


By the end of the interwar period, life expectancy at 0, 15, and 
45 in very nearly all of the female populations on record in Latin Amer- 
ica-Africa-Asia was below average levels in the West at least a half 
century earlier. In numerous instances, expectation of life at birth was 
below the lowest levels documented for the West about 1850. In non- 
Western Europe, the lags appear to have been appreciably smaller, me- 
dian levels among the populations on record being remarkably similar 
to average Western experience three to four decades previously. It is 
safe to say, however, that the lag in average life expectancy for non- 
Western Europe as a whole was a good deal larger. 


In both non-Western blocs of populations, the lags behind West- 
ern experience at allages intermediate between birth and mid-life were 
of comparable orders of magnitude. 


The comparative picture for the 1940's is obscuredto an extent 
by several factors. First, substantially less informationis available for 
non-Western Europe than for the previous decade, and almost no docu- 
mentation exists for the major populations of that region. As a result, 
the inter-group comparisons of major interest are between the West, 
which was again almost completely documented, and the populations of 
Latin America-Africa-Asia. Secondly, only limited possibilities exist 
for minimizing the distorting effects of differences from area to area in 
the periods of life table observation. For most Western populations with 
no published data and for Finland, postwar estimates can be made which 
are sufficiently satisfactory for comparative purposes. On the other 
hand, three of the six life tables available for non-Western Europe, and 
six of the eleven tables for Latin America refer to the early part of the 
decade. Since life expectancy in most of these areas appears to have been 
increasing during the 1940's, the net effect of variations in observation 
periods has probably been to overstate the differences between the West 
and non-West. If so, the biases arising on this score go counter to those 
arising from incomplete coverage and inaccuracies, noted previously. 
Finally, in view of the phenomenal rise in life expectancy between 1947 
and 1950 in Japan (to be discussed below), it should be noted that the 
Japanese measures selected for present discussion relate to the earlier 
year, which is closer to the dates of the remaining life tables. Had the 
most recent Japanese figures been used instead, several of the upper 
limits of life expectancy among populations outside of the West and Eu- 
rope would have been appreciably higher. 


Despite these limitations, it is clear that the patterns of inter- 
national differentials in recent years were similar in most respects to 
those of the 1930's. Inter-bloc differences in life expectancy at birth 
were as marked in the 1940's as in the previous decade. The median 
levels in the West (65 for males and 69 for females) were about 10 per- 
son-years above those recorded for non-Western Europe (55 and 59) 
and about as much more beyond the averages registered in the rest of 








the world (46 and 48). In order of magnitude these differences are not 
far from the ones holding for the 1930's—regularities the more remark- 
able in view of the numerous changes in the scope of the data available 
for the two non-Western population blocs. 


With a range of 60 (Ireland) to nearly 70 (the Netherlands), the 
lowest male value in the West was above the highest so far in evidence 
for non-Western Europe (some 57 person-yearsfor Finland and extend- 
ing to 47 for Spain). Some overlap is found in the ranges of female ex- 
perience (62 for Ireland to 72 for Norway, and 53 for Portugal to about 
65 for Finland and Italy), but all of the measures for non-Western Eu- 
rope were below the third lowest of the eighteen Western measures. For 
either sex, the highest life expectancy in the rest of the world (53 for 
males and 56 forfemalesin Trinidad and Tobago) wasclose to 7 person- 
years below the Western minimum. By far the lowest values encountered 
in Latin America-Africa-Asia were those of Mauritius, 32 and 34. 


Aninteresting recent development has been the overlapping of the 
recorded ranges of life expectancies at birth among the two non-Western 
groups. In contrast with the 1930's and earlier decades, when no over- 
lap is found, the six highest male and four highest female measures en- 
countered among the populations in Latin America-Africa-Asia were a- 
bove the two lowest in non-Western Europe (Spain and Portugal). 


Between the 1930's and 1940's, the increase in median life ex- 
pectancy in the three groups ranged only from 1 to 3 person-years at 
age 15 and under 2 at 45; asaresult, the group differences at these ages 
during the 1940's are similar to the ones holding for the 1930's. At 15, 
median expectancy in the West in the past decade was about 4 person- 
years above the average recorded in non-Western Europe, and the lat- 
ter about 7 years above the corresponding level in the rest of the world. 
The analogous gaps at 45 were 1-2 and 3 years, respectively. In each 
of the last two decades, the differences between the group medians at 
age 0 were roughly double the ones at 15 and the last about twice the 
magnitudes at 45. 


In recent years at least, international rankings of life expectancy 
at the successive ages between birth and mid-life have apparently been 
highly stable. Within each of the above three groups, the ranking from 
low to high of life expectancy at birth among its component populations 
was Closely similar to the ranking at age 15. The comparative rankings 
for both sexes at 15 and 45 were only somewhat less similar in the West 
and non-Western Europe, and for females in Latin America-Africa-Asia; 
although the correspondence was markedly lower among the male pop- 
ulations of the last bloc, it was nevertheless high. 


The evidence on recent sex differentials in life expectancy un- 
doubtedly reflects in part the effects of the war. Nevertheless, it ac- 
cords in the main with trends which have held rather persistently over 
much of the world since 1900 or before. By 1950 in a majority of the 
populations of the West, the excess of female over male life expectancy 
at 0,15, and 45, and probably at most intermediate ages, was the high- 
est ever registered. That the same was true for much of the rest of the 
world as well is strongly suggested by the most recent life table ma- 
terials for non-Western populations with extended statistical records. 


The relatively abundant evidence at hand for the 1940's re-empha- 
sizes the tremendous lag behind Western experience of life expectancy 


























































almost throughout Latin America, Africa, and Asia. Despite the often 
large gains in these regions since the 1930's, average expectation of 
life from birth through mid-life is today undoubtedly well below median 
levels in the West before the beginning of the century. 


For reasons indicated previously, no firm conclusions on this 
score can be made for non-Western Europe. The very scanty data at 
hand show a lag of two to three decades, but the variations from area 
to area are large and inferences about the region as a whole would be 
fruitless. 


Recent Trends 


Life tables for both the 1930's and 1940's are available for some- 
what under thirty populations, of which only four are in non-Western 
Europe, five in Latin America, and only one, Japan, is in Asia. To take 
account of varying intervals between the periods of observation in the 
two decades, the changes in life expectancy recorded for each popula- 
tion have been reduced to an average annual basis. In each case the 
differences between successive life tables have been divided by the num- 
ber of years between the mid-points of their reference periods. It should 
be kept in mind that the average annual changes described below are in 
part a reflection of the particular dates for which life table data exist. 
In the West, the records for the 1940's are predominantly for postwar 
years, but about half ofthe measures for the rest of the world relate to 
the beginning of the decade. For purposes of interpretation, however, 
there is probably a large net advantage in the factthat the evidence ab- 
stracts almost completely from the war-time experience of the bellig- 
erent nations. 


Almost without exception, life expectancy at 0,15, and 45 among 
the populations on record rose between the 1930's and 1940's. Undoubt- 
edly, a similar predominance of upward movements also held at inter- 
mediate ages. Only the Spanish male population, with respective average 
annual declines of .l, .3, and .2 person-years at the above three ages, 
suffered a substantial retrogression in life chances. In addition, a trivial 
decline was registered for the Australian males at age 45, and some- 
what larger decreases were recorded for the Chilean males at 15 and 
for both sexes at 45; in the latter country, the changes are almost cer- 
tainly well within the margins of error in the data. The Spanish male 
experience, which relates to the years between the early 1930's and 
1940's, reflects the impact of the civil war during the latter part of the 
period. The much more favorable trends in all Western areas, com- 
posed largely of recent belligerents, attest again the remarkable re- 
cuperative powers of industrial societies in the early aftermath of even 
major modern wars—at least of the pre-atomic kind. 


Recent as well as earlier experience suggests clearly the gen- 
eralization that the age curve of changes in life expectancy has been pre- 
dominantly a declining function among the large majority of past and 
current populations. Except forthe Spanish male population, the univer- 
sal pattern of change between the 1930's and 1940's was one of declin- 
ing improvement from one segment of the life cycle to the next. In 
every instance of increase at both 0 and 15 the rise at the former age 
was larger and the same was true as betweenthe latter age and 45. (As 
already implied, the changes at 15 for Australian males and Chilean 
males and females were all greater, taking sign into account, than the 
ones at 45.) 




















Moreover, the differences in change from age to age were gen- 
erally substantial. The median average annual increase for Western 
male populations was .35 person-years at age 0, .18 at age 15, and .09 
at age 45; for females, the measures were .42, .26, and .15. In Poland 
the corresponding recorded changes were .45, .20, and .10 for the for- 
mer sex and .67, .38, and .21 for the latter. To cite probably the most 
reliable measures available outside of the West and Europe, the re- 
spective increases in Japan were .28, .10, and .06 and again .38, .22, 
and .05. 


These patterns of (algebraic) change were far more uniform than 
the ones revealed by the corresponding percentage variations. Meas- 
ured in percentage terms, average annual increases in life expectancy 
at birth were less generally above those registered at either 15 or 45. 
Thus, the largest gains were at birth among all non-Western populations, 
but the experiences of both sexes in Norway, the Netherlands, and Swit- 
zerland provide contrary instances in the West. Moreover, as often as 
not the percentage changes at 45 exceeded those at 15. It is worth not- 
ing that in earlier periods as well as since 1930, international age pat- 
terns of percentage changes in life expectancy are much less amenable 
to general summary than are algebraic variations. 


As the above cited figures suggest, female gains in life expect- 
ancy exceeded the improvements among males in the large majority of 
instances. Inno population with higher male gains did the recorded sex 
differential in average annual change reach .05 person-years. Where 
the female gains were higher, the differences tended to be larger, though 
generally under .1 person-years and rarely over .2. Most of the dif- 
ferences above .1 related to non-Western populations. 


One of the most notable aspects of the recent trends for the sex- 
es, in view of the special events of the early 1940's, was the very close 
correspondence between the international rankings of male and female 
changes. Both over the world as a whole and within each of the three 
major divisions, the ordinal position of the average annual change for 
either sex in a given population tended to be a highly reliable predictor 
of the position for the other. This was true for all three ages examined 
and probably for intermediate years as well. 


In very sharp contrast to the situation holding for levels of life 
expectancy, there is little basis for distinguishing between recent aver- 
age trends in the West and non-West. Itistrue that the highest average 
annual increases found among non-Western populations at age 0 (close 
to .6 person-years for both sexes) andfor females at 15 and 45 (.45 and 
-27) exceeded the corresponding Western maxima. On the other hand, 
about half of the changes registered in the former group were below or 
close to the lower quartile change in the West, and the increases for 
French males at 15 and 45 (.44 and .23) were the highest recorded any- 
where. 


Viewed in terms of comparative percentage variations, the re- 
cent experience of the non-Western world stands out much more favor- 
ably. Nearly three-quarters of the average annual percentage changes 
in life expectancy at birth outside the West were above the Western me- 
dians and the proportion of similar instances for 0, 15, and 45 combined 
was well over half. In particular, the highest percentage increases re- 
cordedin Latin America at each age and for both sexes were very sub- 
stantially above the highest encountered in the West. 











These contrasting patterns point up the importance of emphasiz- 
ing the type of measure used to compare trends in what are commonly 
classified as developed and underdeveloped areas. To anextent, failure 
to make explicit the distinction between absolute and percentage varia- 
tions explains the conflicting assertions to be found on whether the gap 
between Western and non-Western life chances is being narrowed or is 
likely to become so in the near future. Undoubtedly, the fragmentary 
evidence as yet available for the underdeveloped areas has also con- 
tributed to a lack of accepted generalizations on this score. But per- 
haps above all, the existing indecision is a result of the historically un- 
precedented gains which have been achieved recently by very restrict- 
ed and short-run developmental programs in a number of areas. Sev- 
eral such instances are discussed below. 


Some Future Possibilities 


In the West, future declines in pre-adult mortality can at best 
lead to relatively minor gains in life expectancy at birth. Even with no 
deaths under age 15 during the 1940's, the median rise beyond the levels 
actually recorded would only have been about 4 person-years for fe- 
males and 5 for males. With unchanging risks of dying beyond 15, the 
maximum possible increases resulting from falling female mortality 
would have ranged from 2-3 years (Australia, the Netherlands, Norway, 
and Sweden) to about 6 years (Ireland). The same populations would 
have also been found at the extremes of the corresponding range for 
males, from 3-4 to nearly 7 years. [See chart on front cover.] 


Seen in the perspective of past trends in the West, these magni- 
tudes are decidedly secondary. Among very nearly all Western female 
populations—Ireland and probably Germany being the only notable ex- 
ceptions—such maximum gains are less than the ones registered be- 
tween the 1930's and 1940's. The comparison for males is only some- 
what less compelling; recent rises were greater in nearly half of the 
male populations and no more than a year less in about four-fifths. 


Broadly similar conclusions also hold with respect to future de- 
clines in Western mortality through mid-life. With zero mortality to age 
45 and the experience of the 1940's for the ages beyond, the increases 
in life expectancy at birth would have been below the actual rises since 
as recently as the 1920's among the large majority of female popula- 
tions. In only a few instances would they have been substantially above 
the corresponding actual changes for males. 


The gains implied by either of these extreme contingencies would 
be relatively minor in comparison with Western uptrends between 1900 
and 1950. No evidence as yet in sight suggests the likelihood that the 
increases recorded since 1900 will be even approximated during the 
coming half century. 


The scanty, if increasing, evidence at hand for non-Western pop- 
ulations permits no generalizations of comparable scope. That sus- 
tained social and economic development willin the long run lead to large 
increases in expectation of life hardly seems open to question. But the 
experience in a growing number of areas in Latin America, Asia, and 
Southern Europe suggests that forecasting by analogy with Western ex- 
perience may seriously understate the prospects for declining mortality 
among the world's underdeveloped populations. 














In Japan, expectation of life at birth rose by 6 years between 
1947 and the end of the decade, a pace several times in excess of the 
highest rates of increase encountered in the whole of recorded Western 
experience. It is true that Japanese life expectancy during the 1930's 
was the highest to be found outside of the West and Europe and that Ja- 
pan in 1947 was undergoing a series of difficult postwar readjustments. 
By 1947, however, expectation of life was already substantially above 
prewar levels. More important, the predominant causes of the increases 
since that year appear to have been the public health and sanitary pro- 
grams instituted by the Occupation authorities and implemented with 
very moderate outlays of skills or funds; changes in economic levels of 
living were only minor factors. In Ceylon, use of DDT in a short and in- 
expensive campaign against malariaduring 1946 had immediate and dra- 
matic effects. Within a year, the crude death rate dropped by 6 per 
1,000 and the infant mortality rate by 39. Life tables for the years just 
before and after 1946 are not available, but unquestionably the average 
annual increase in expectation of life at birth was very much greater 
than even the remarkable changes in Japan. Perhaps less spectacular, 
but by average Western standards certainly striking, have been the de- 
clines inmortality reported in Cyprus, parts of Greece, and Sardinia; in 
all of these instances the initiating and major explanatory factors were 
relatively simple and quickly implemented public health programs. Al- 
though accompanied by far-reaching economic changes, the same causal 
elements were also predominant in Puerto Rico, where expectation of 
life at birth rose by about 12 years between 1940 and 1950; again the 
annual rate of increase was greatly above, generally by several times, 
the highest changes recorded by Western populations. 


So far as the immediate facts go, the implications of this cumu- 
lating experience appear clear enough. Simple and cheap means are 
now at hand for effecting spectacular early declines in mortality among 
many of the world's underdeveloped populations. The results recently 
observed in a growing number of instances have been comparable to 
what the West achieved only after decades, often under more favorable 
physical and economic circumstances. In other high mortality areas, 
the introduction of even moderate medical, public health, and sanitary 
controls should have at least a broadly similar initial impact on mortal- 
ity levels. 


Much more conjectural, however, is the extent to which the com- 
parative inertia of broader social and economic forces may dampen 
downtrends in mortality at subsequent stages. For example, the skills 
currently available for combating malaria are incomparably more sim- 
ple and efficient than those that have as yet been brought to bear against 
tuberculosis and other respiratory diseases. 


Viewed in necessarily broad and conjectural terms, recent ex- 
perience suggests that inthe absence of war future uptrends in life ex- 
pectancy over much ofthe non-Western world are most nearly likely to 
involve two major phases. Their inception and duration might, of course, 
vary considerably from area to area. The first phase would be charac- 
terized by increases which are explosive by historical standards to date; 
such increases would be initially more closely contingent upon domestic 
political stability and foreign cooperation than onthe processes of social 
and economic modernization. In the second phase these more gradual 
processes would become the primary determinants. Upward movements 
in life expectancy would tend to taper off, with the growing relative im- 
portance of causes of death which are more intimately linked with gen- 
eral environmental conditions. Should they actually come to pass, such 






















































trends would contrast sharply with the past century of experience in the 
West, where expectation of life at birth rose far less rapidly before 1900 
than subsequently. 


Increasingly, students of population have been speculating about 
the prospects for unprecedentedly sharp declines in fertility in the 
world's densely settled underdeveloped areas. In contrast, the impli- 
cations of similarly novel trends in mortality have been relatively neg- 
lected, and the effects of historically novel trends in both major com- 
ponents of population growth have been almost ignored. There are in- 
dications, admittedly sketchy and as yet much less persuasive with re- 
spect to fertility than mortality, that demographers of the future will 
find the last contingency the most relevant for research and policy.

POPULATION STATISTICS A review by I. Yu. Pisarev, a Soviet au-

on recent developments in the U.S.S.R. in the field of demography. The 

review was published in the journal of the Hungarian Statistical Office, 

Statisztikai Szemle, Vol. 4, No. 3, pp. 247-251, March, 1952. The Eng- 
lish translation was made from this Hungarian text. 








Within the general system of Soviet social and economic statis- 
tics, demographic statistics, or statistics relating to population, occupy 
a place of prime importance. Population statistics provide the data re- 
quired for planning the supply of labor in socialist society, and give a 
many sided characterization of the most important resource of socialist 
society: people. 


In the indices of population statistics, the laws of socialism are 
immediately and clearly reflected. Soviet population statistics have 
shown, for example, that the increase in the length of life of the Soviet peo- 
ple and decline in mortality, together with a high level of the birth rate, are 
indisputable facts. The ratio of births to deaths in the Soviet Union in 
1938 was 2.157; in England (in 1936) it was 1.21 and in the U.S.A. (in 
1936) it was 1.31. The years after the war have witnessed a further in- 
crease in the birth rate, and a continued decline ofthe death rate of the 
Soviet Union. Compared with the level of 1940, the death rate in the So- 
viet Union has been halved and the infant mortality rate has fallen even 
more. In the Soviet Union the annual natural increase of population has 
for several years exceeded that of 1940 and has amounted to more than 
3 million persons. ''Whereas in the camp of capitalism the imperialist 
cannibals are busy inventing various 'scientific' means for exterminating 
the flower of humanity and reducing the number of births, with us—as 
Comrade Stalin has said—the most valuable capitalis man and the main 
concern of the state is the welfare and happiness of men." [1] 


The publication of a fully adequate Marxist textbook of population 


























statistics is of great importance. In 1938 there appeared A. Boyarski's 
book entitled "Population Statistics,'' which was followed in 1945 by the 
same author's ''Textbook of Population Statistics.'' Thus the book under 
review, of which Professor Boyarski is co-author, stands in some rela- 
tion to two earlier textbooks. It must be remarked that the book which 
has now been published is a considerable improvement on the earlier 
ones. The authors have carefully examined their initial premises. The 
analysis of their premises was [guided] [2] by criticism expressed by 
scientific public opinion, in particular by the decisions of the conference 
for lecturers in statistics held in 1949 bythe Ministry for Higher Edu- 
cation of the Soviet Union. 


A. Ya. Boyarski and P. P. Shusherin in their earlier works (par- 
ticularly the works of Boyarski) treated the theory of statistics incor- 
rectly. They wrongly maintained that the basis of statistics is the law 
of large numbers. In the new textbook the authors emphasize that sta- 
tistics is a social science, the basis of which is Marxist-Leninist teach- 
ing concerning society. The theoretical bases of statistics are dialec- 
tical materialism and political economy. 


This statement of the authors is perfectly correct, but there is 
a certain vagueness and indefiniteness about it. The authors correctly 
point out that it is a mistake to regard the law of large numbers as the 
basis [3] of statistics. However, they say nothing about the role which 
they attribute to the law of large numbers in population statistics. 


Recognition of political economy as the basis of population sta- 
tistics is shown in the most decisive manner bythe contents of the new 
textbook. Inthe first chapter they discuss the theoretical foundations of 
population statistics. The authors define population statistics as that 
branch of socio-economic statistics whichtreats of population and pop- 
ulation changes in the concrete historical context of social development. 
The authors point out that the social system determines the demograph- 
ic processes and that this is the basis of Marxist-Leninist population 
theory. ''This, the only scientific principle of method, means—the au- 
thors say—that demography itself is a socio-economic science and that 
the safe keytothe solution of problems lies in the analysis of the rela- 
tions of production.'’ These undoubtedly correct basic principles were 
not in the earlier editions of the textbook of population statistics. 








"Population statistics—the authors emphasize—is a science with 
a point of view. It serves the interests of the Soviet people working for 
the building up of Communism in the Soviet Union and fighting for peace 
everywhere in the world; it servesthe interests of the working people all 
over the world.'' The authors have striven to give expression throughout 
the whole book to the point of view of the unremitting struggle against 
bourgeois sham science. They not only mention the falsifications of bour- 
geois statistics, but reveal the essence of the falsifying, anti-scientific 
methods of the scientific’ lackeys of monopoly capitalism. The book 
shows clearly how the official bourgeois mortality statistics conceal in 
their average figures wide class variations in mortality. In capitalist 
countries the mortality of the workers is much higher than that of the 
ruling classes. In the present-day slums of Detroit mortality from tu- 
berculosis is 10.5 times as high, and mortality from pneumonia three 
times as high, as the national average; infant mortality in the Detroit 
slums is six times as high as the general U.S.A. average. 








After treating the methodological principles of investigating de- 
mographic processes, the authors turn to a discussion of the laws of pop- 














ulation under socialism and capitalism. 


The contents of the first chapter raise an important methodolog- 
ical question which is connected alsowith several other chapters of the 
book under review. The question of the laws of population of historically 
changing socio-economic structures is a question of political economy 
and must be discussed inthe textbook of political economy. Is it neces- 
sary to repeat the textbook of political economy and treat the laws of 
population in the textbook of population statistics? The question of the 
appropriate content for the textbook of population statistics has not been 
sufficiently clarified eveninthe Ministry of Higher Education. The Min- 
istry has approved not the program of population statistics, but the pro- 
gram of demography, where the word "demography" does not serve as a 
brief designation of population statistics (demographic statistics), but 
denotes that science whichtreats of the problems lying between political 
economy and population statistics. 


The second chapter of the textbook under review gives the char- 
acteristics of population structure and distribution under capitalism; the 
third chapter describes population structure and distribution under so- 
cialism. Itis sufficient to enumerate a few section headings of the sec- 
ond and third chapters to make it evident that these chapters contain in 
large degree material transferred from the textbook of political econ- 
omy. The second chapter discusses the following questions: the classes 
of capitalist society, earning and dependent population, a few data con- 
cerning the social composition of the population in capitalist countries: 
distribution by industry and occupation, unemployment, women's work, 
manual and brain work, distribution of the population in countries of the 
capitalist world, urban and rural population, internal migration, emigra- 
tion, etc. The third chapter has the following subdivisions: numbers of 
population in the Soviet Union and the people's democracies, the social 
composition of the population of the Soviet Union, earning and dependent 
population, distribution by industry and occupation, women's work in the 
Soviet Union, the Soviet intelligentsia, brain work and manual work in 
the Soviet Union, urban and rural population, population distribution and 
migration in the Soviet Union. 


Unfortunately the authors! efforts to treat this large number of 
important problems of political economy have not been successful. Con- 
sider for example the section entitled ''The distribution of population in 
the countries of the capitalist world.'' They devote altogether one page 
to this great and important question. In the text they include an unin- 
formative table on the nature of descriptive statistics, from which one 
may see that 322 million people live in capitalist Europe, 321 million in 
America, etc. Eventhe heading of the section reflects the spirit of for- 
mal demography; yet there is a beautiful example to show how Marxist 
science illuminates such a question. Lenininhis classic work 'Imperial- 
ism as the Highest Stage of Capitalism" inthe chapter onthe territorial 
division of the world between the capitalist powers published a table 
which vividly illustrates the division of the world in 1876 and 1914. The 
authors should have utilized this table and completed it with the most 
recent figures which show what gigantic, epoch-making changes occurred 
after the First World War andthe victory of the Great October Socialist 
Revolution in Russia and what changes occurred as a result of the Second 
World War. Only this mode of treatment is scientific and population sta- 
tistical data should be used in this way to illuminate political economy. 
However, sodetailed a treatment of the question in the light of political 
economy is clearly beyond the scope of the textbook of population statis- 
tics. 
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The same applies to the discussion of the other questions, such as 
unemployment, women's work, brain work and manual work, etc. The 
textbook discusses unemployment infour pages, the situation of the em- 
ployment of women under capitalism in one and a half pages and the con- 
trast between manual and non-manual work in three and a half pages. 
The treatment of these most important questions in the textbook under 
review is of a descriptive statistical character. 


All these questions must be discussed in detail in a special chap- 
ter in the text on political economy. In this chapter the statistical data 
regarding population have to be used to illustrate theoretical proposi- 
tions and as a real basis for generalizations and conclusions. The text- 
book of population statistics should deal on the methodological basis of 
Marxist-Leninist political economy with problems relating to the scope 
and method of population statistics, the observation of demographic phe- 
nomena, the collection, processing, and classification of population data, 
the computation of demographic indices and the relationships between 
indices, etc. Of course, itisnecessary in the textbook of population sta- 
tistics to subject bourgeois population statistics to detailed criticism 
in all their aspects. For those who specialize in population statistics, 
there could in our opinion be prepared, as an addendum to the general 
textbook on political economy, a special text of political economy to cov- 
er the laws of population. 


The fourth chapter deals in a clear and highly intelligible man- 
ner with reproductivity. After examination of the population data relat- 
ing to capitalist countries the authors note that ''the decline in births, 
the increase in mortality are consequences of increasing relative over- 
population and impoverishment which are leading the capitalist world 
towards a catastrophe inthe reproduction of population to depopulation, 
that is the extinction of the population.'' Concerning the Soviet Union 
they make a diametrically opposite remark: ''The high birth rate ac- 
companied bya decline in the death rate causes the high rate of repro- 
duction of the population of the Soviet Union. — 

















The fifth and sixth chapters discuss population censuses and the 
continuous registration of population. The authors have made extensive 
use of the experiences gained at the 1939 census. As is well known, this 
census, being an action extending over the whole people, was conducted 
at the highest political and organizational level. The government valued 
the work of the Soviet statisticians highly. The most outstanding statis- 
ticians were awarded the decorations and medals of the Soviet Union, 
and the government expressed its appreciation to all the workers who 
took part in the execution of the census. 


There are serious deficiencies in the treatment of questions re- 
lating to population census and continuous registration. The authors have 
not paid sufficient attention to one of the central questions of population 
statistics, the scheme of analysis of census data. Political economy 
as the theoretical basis of statistics must be reflected, and find concrete 
expression, in programs for the collection of statistical data and in the 
programs for working up the data collected and, of course, in all the 
instructions, as well as in the analysis of collected and duly processed 
data. 


The rich program for the analysis of annual vital statistics is 
also not adequately described in the textbook. The questions relating 
to the working up of population data are very interesting from the meth- 
odological point of view and most important in practice; for this reason 
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their inadequate treatment is a serious defect of the textbook. 


Scientific theory cannot be restricted to the description of de- 
veloped practices, but must as an organizing principle take up prac- 
tically important, but so far unsolved problems. For this reason it is 
a defect of the textbook that the authors have not gone into the many 
current but unsolved problems of population statistics, notably the prob- 
lem of obtaining statistics of the sex and age composition of the urban 
population in the interval between registrations (in the case of the vil- 
lage populations the problem was solved by the institution of the annual 
reports of the village soviets). The problem of calculating new life ta- 
bles has not been solved either. The position is that the life tables of 
1926-1927 are very much out of date, since the level of mortality in the 
Soviet Union (particularly infant mortality) has been much reduced. Nor 
has the detailed investigation of reproductivity by districts been achieved. 


The seventh and eighth chapters describe the calculation of the 
summary indices characterizing the pattern of reproduction in a popu- 
lation, as wellasthe demographic computations required from the point 
of view of economic planning. The method of treatment here is simple, 
well constructed, and clear. Doubtless this section of the textbook will 
be of great assistance bothtopractical statisticians and to the planners 
whose task it is to make projections regarding population. 


The last chapter contains acritique of the bourgeois reactionary 
population theories— Malthusianism, the ''organic'' theories, population- 
ism and racial theory. Inthis chapter there are unfortunately rather in- 
accurate, and indeed faulty, statements regarding the science of biology. 


The authors emphasize: ''The methodological error in the bour- 
geois science of population consists in attempting to explain all demo- 
graphic processes on the basis of biological laws.'' Undoubtedly itis an 
error of bourgeois pseudo-science toconfuse social processes with bio- 
logical processes. [4] But of what biological laws can we speak in an 
examination of bourgeois pseudo-science which in our days has arrived 
at the ultimate limits of enfeeblement and decay? Are there laws of 
biology which give support to theories of racial discrimination? What 
biological laws can be cited to corroborate Malthus' apologetic hallu- 
cinations, about whom the great Russian scholar and critic Tsherni- 
shevsky so pointedly wrote: "... Malthus—vain charlatan who only de- 
serves contempt." 





In another place the authors write: "It must be noted that even 
from the point of view of biology (italics by I. Pisarev) to which the ad- 
herents of racial theory appeal, the theory of the permanence of racial 
characteristics is diametrically opposed to a fundamental principle of 
Darwinism and to the Michurin school of biology. But this does not pre- 
vent (italics by I. Pisarev) the bourgeois 'reactionaries' from proclaim- 
ing their bestial ideology.’ Such remarks are, to say the least, naive, 
because it is not to be supposed that the bourgeois reactionaries are 
guided by any kind of scientific consideration. 





In a general appreciation of the new textbook of ''Population Sta- 
tistics" it must be stressed that their recognition of political economy 
as the basis of population statistics has enabled the authors to effect 
important improvements in comparison with previous editions. Never- 
theless the textbook still has defects. It is a serious defect, among oth- 
ers, that acareful distinction has not been drawn between the spheres of 








































political economy and population statistics. The guiding role of statis- 
tical theory in practice does not find sufficient expression in the book. 


The authors should be strongly advised to continue their work 
towards the production of a fully adequate textbook of population statis- 
| tics, taking account of the criticisms of the present textbook.
